Spread 
the bread en a tin in the warming oven 
usdtr or above the stove, as it is I«-ated, 
and afttr it is perfectly dry roll it out 
and silt the crumbs.

that will tot go through the sieie.and 
roll and sift them again until thtre Is 
merely o handful of crumbs in tte 
tieie."
